It 
contains variety of delightful Pajfagcs ,, in which , 
for the molt. part y the conceited flight and his 
comical Squire had a Finger ; centring however, in 
Moral Solidity by expofmg Folly ,, that Men might 
team to fhun it. 6 

Tot? have in thefe few Sheets the Firlt and Second 
Part of Don Quixote, &c. contrasted from tht 
Origmaly the Conceits fharpned, and fo much in 4 
little cbmpafiy that in reading you will find nothint 
worthy of note omitted ; for though the Quantity maj 
be lejfen d } yet herem, leaving you to be your oiwi 
Judges, you have the Quality or Qfinteffence of ai 
more refined and correct than any finceD on Quixott

Thefe Fancies'brightned his Countenance,which 
before was very meager, with a celebrated Joy ; 
ind hereupon he caft in his Mind for fuch an a- 
lored Miltrcfs, that his Fame and great Atchieve- 
nents might carry her Name to diftant Places 
vhere he lhould travel in fearch of Adventures. 
A long time he cudgelled his Brains and racked 
is Invention to pitch upon one fuitable to his 
urpofe: In the end his lucky Stars proving fa¬ 
vourable, a handfom young Wench came into 
his thoughts, who lived in an adjacent Village 
named Aidonifd Lorcnfo • indeed he had never 
feen her, but took all upon report of his Plough¬ 
man, who had often praifed her Features and 
ood Conditions. To this Butcher’s Daughter 
e made his Vows of lading Love; but not li¬ 
king her Name, that it might nearer fuit to fome 
rear Princefs, he changed it to that of Dulcinett 
'el Tobofa , the latter from the place of her Birth ; 
and, pronouncing her Name often, it founded fo 
harmonious, and fo well gingled in his Ears, 
that, without ever going about to take leave of 
her, he refolved to fee forward in fearch of Noble 
Adventures. 

No fooner had Aurora opened the Curtains" of 
the Morning, but he, armed at all points, mount¬ 
ed on mante , and travelled as his Horfe would 
lead him ; he travelled almoft all that Day with¬

to the Stable, being almoft famifh’d, he advai 
ced towards them, and taking thefe loofe Ba 
gages lor two lovely Ladies that folaced at t 
Caftlc-gate, he began to accoft them in the me 
obliging Language he was furnilhed withal: hi 
was interrupted by a Swinhcard, who blew 
Horn to call his Hogs to their Sty 5 he (tart 
taking it for a Trumpet blown by the Dwarf, 
give notice of his arrival. During his now bei 
grown big with the expectation of fome ftran 
Adventure, the burly Hoft,- feeing a Man arme 
in a ftrange manner at his Gate, came up to his 
and demanded the occafion of his coming. Th 
Hoft, who was a cunning Knave, Don Quixot 
took for the Conftable of the Caftle, and then 
upon, courtcoufty Palming him, told him who! 
was, and upon what account he had made a fa 
ly from his Habitation to ramble the World c 
ver, vi%. in fearch of Adventures, &c. The Ho: 
foonmerceiving his blind Side, welcomed him t 
his Caftle, as he. called it, the better to keep t 
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his Humour; but indeed, hoping to fqueeze him 
out of his Mony, if he had any, for he had been 
a notable Thief, and (till knew well-enough to 
manage the Tack on all Occafiohs. 

He no foorier alighted and got }{o%inarite (ta¬ 
bled, but the Damfels were over-officious to un¬ 
arm him, which for the moft part they did; but 

his ndw-ordered Beaver was thruft on fo clofe 
by the Armourer in fittingit, that they tugged at 
it in vu<n, pulling him till his Ears crack’d; fo 
finding in time they could not remove it, without 
in a manner pulling off his Head and all, he was 
contented to make a mdnftrous ftrange Figure 
with it on : But, 'being very hungry and dry, he 
demanded what the Caftle afforded to accom¬ 
modate one of his Profeflion.

tentedly, believing whatever they Paid to be true, 
our credulous Knight-errant could not without 
great difficulty get at his Mouth, his Beaver 
(binding in the way ; fo that in this fad plight, 
he craving' afllftancc , that his hungry Stomach 
might not be deluded when fuch Dainties were 
before him, the two Damfels, out of compaffion, 
undertook the kind Office to ram in the Poor 
Jack with a Pudding-ftick, having much ado to 
keep their Countenances, whilft the Hoft fetched 
a Funnel, and putting, when he craved Drink, 
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the Idler end to his Lips, poured the Water in t 
the gi eater fo fa ft, that Don Quixote was force 

to cry out, Hold, hold, courteous Knioht, or I Ilia 
he drowned. Whilft thus he was attended, in care 
a how-gelder to enquire for Lodging, who, blow 
ing his Horn, confirmed our Knight-Errant h 
was in a Caftle well attended, fince he was al 
lowed Mufick at his Supper • not in the leaft di 
lputing but the Wenches were great Ladies, kep 
Bnfoners there, and the Hoft a worthy Knight 
Lrrant who kept it, and ufed gracioufly accord 
mg to their Quality. 

No fooner was the Cloth drawn , but Da 
Quixote fell into a heavy dump to confidcr he wa 
hot yet Knighted, and therefore according to th< 
honourable Rules of Knight-Errantry, could no 
undertake any noble Enterpme ; which madi 
him tall at his Hoft’s Feer, and implore him to dul 
him a Knight, protefting not to rife till he hat 
given him promife to lead him unto the Cliappe 
of the Caftle, and confer the Honour of Knight 
hood upon him. The drafty Fellow fmiled at 
this, and to put him off, told him, The Chappe 
being ruinous was pulled down, and not yet re- 
built ; but if he would be patient till the Morn¬ 
ing, he would find a way to do it with mere due 
Ceremony and Grandure than at'prefent it could 
be done; and that according to the Rules he muft, 
in Penance, this Night watch his Armour in 
the Bafe-court. Don Quixote , plcafed with this 
Promife and Excufe for deferring it a while, wil* 
lingly confented, and immediately his Armour 
was brought and laid upon the Cyftern, where 
the Carriers ufually watered their Horfes, which 
he took for an Altar, where he devoutly watched 
with his Lance in his hand, walking majeftick-

ly by them, and calling on the Name of Dnlcinca 
del Tobofo to influence him by her Love and che- 
rifbing Smiles, promifing to’himfelf then, what 
mighty things he ftiould be able to perform in 
her Service : Whilft he Was in thefe Cogitations, 
a rude Carrier, who was ignorant of the matter, 
came and removed the Armour, throwing it on 
the Ground, that he might the more freely come 
at the Cyftern to water his Horfe; though Don 
Quixote in high words had warned him, what 
Knight foever he were, not to dare to touch it 
on peril of his Life, and better it had been for 
him he had taken it, for the enraged Manchean, 
to revenge this Affront, gave him fuch a polt on 
the Pate, with, the Truncheon-end of his Lance, 
that he (tunned him, infomuch that he lay intran- 
ced, and fo carefully laid up the Armour again; 
which he lcarcely nad done, but another Car¬ 
rier came and threw it down again on the lame 
. account. This fecond Affront fo enraged the no¬ 
ble Don Quixote , that he fouced him, after fome 
Reproaches for his Rudcnefs, over the Souce, fo 
forcibly as made him ftagger and fall with his 
Nofe diredtly in the Breech of his Companion ; 
but fome who from the Windows few thefe vio¬ 
lent Actions, by Moon-light, cried out, Murther, 
and alaruming the Inn,the reft of the Carriers got 
up, and came running in their Shirts ; but our 
valiant Champion being on his Guard, the ftout- 
.J eft durft not approach his Fury, but at a diftance 
paulced him through Loopholes, fending a (hpw- 
; er of Stones about his Ears, which had undoubt¬ 
edly beat out his Brains,’ had not his Beaver or 
Hpltnet fecured him from fuch Misfortune. 

The Hoft hearing the Uproar, came, and by 
Commands firft, and afterwards gentle Words, 

B 5 ap- 
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appeafed the Fray. The hurt Men were taken up, 
carried in, and looked after, and they proving on¬ 
ly to be (tunned, with a little rubbing, and Wine 
pouring down their Throats, foon recovered : In 
the mean while Don Quixote magnified this his 
firft Adventure in fuch terrible words, that the 
moft hardy trembled at the found of them; and 
the Hoft fearing this Breach not being well made 
up, might be renewed, and lifting him before, 
•perceived he had little Money about him, of 
which he refolved to make furc, to prevent fur¬ 
ther Mifchief, and the fooner to be rid of him, 
the Morning now breaking, confentcd to dub him 
‘•a Knight; at which he greatly rejoyced, arid at 
*the Holt’s command fell on his Knees in a pud¬ 
dle of Water, then Swearing him upon a Half- 
• peek, and reading out of a Book in which was 
ice down an account of his Oats, Straw and Hay, 
which our Heroe took for the Rules of the Or¬ 
der of Knighthood ; he in the clofe gave him two 
or three confounded flaps over the Shoulders and 
Neck with the flat of his Sword, which made him 
ihrug again, commanding him thereupon to rife 
up thrice Noble arid Renowned Don Quixote of the 
Order of Mmctid -Knight, which he did, and low¬ 
ly bowed with many humble thanks for the Favour 
done him. Then were the Damfcls called, the 
iwie to gird on his Sword, and the other to place 
. and fallen on his Spurs; the which, whilft they 
were doing, according as their Hoft had before 
directed them, their nimble Fingers dived into his 
Pockets, fo that the. Devil might have danced 
there, for they left him never a Crofs to keep 
him out. The Hoft well noting what was done, 
■ began immediately to drain Courtcfie with him to 
depart, for now he wasKnigfyed he would loofe 
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time; but fince he was.but a new Knight, and 
had killed neither Knight nor Giant in any En¬ 
counter yet, whereby he might take to himfelf a 
peculiar Device, it was convenient he fliould pro¬ 
cure white Armour at the next Town he came 
at, for fo by the Rules of Chivalry he was bound 
to do. This a little ftarded our Heroe, becaufe 
he knew not readily where to procure fuch, and 
made him confider of (laying till he might (end 
to get them; but this Motion of his making the 
Hoft more uneafie, he pumped for an Invention, 
and at laft hit on it, vi%. That for the prelent they 
w6uld chalk his Armour over where it was rufty, 
and fo it might pafs currant enough for white Ar¬ 
mour. This good Office he joyfully accepted of, 
and all hands were imployed to do it, making 
quick difpatch. h 

This done, he mounted J$p%in<tnte, and bowing 
to his Neck in token of Thankfulnefs, Tittered 
many obliging Exprcflions, he fet Spurs and away 
he trotted : No fooner was he gone, but the 
Wenches delivered their Hoft the Money they 
had taken from our new Knight-Errant, which 
was ten Duccaroons; part of it was (pent ir.i 
Feafting them, the reft he kept himfelf; and the 
Difcourfe of this ftrange Adtenture a long time 
made them merry, in which good Humour we*U 
leave them, and follow our noble Champiori'Hn 
fearch of his good Fortune, &c.

ed to a Tree, and an old Fellow, who was his 
Matter, whipping his Back feverely with a Cat 
of Nine-tails, for Jofing his Sheep in the Forreft : 
Don Qyixotc^ whofe Btifinefs it now was to com- 
paflionate the Diftrelfed, and refeue them from 
their Sufferings, feeing how unmercifully the old 
Man laid on, with a terrible Voice commanded 
him to defift, or he would make the Sun (tone 
through h.s Body. The Churl perceiving he’ 
had couched his Javelling, and was abput to tilt 
at him, grew fearful, and prayed him to be pati¬ 
ent, and he would not only defift from giving him 
more Stripes, but loofe and fet the Lad free ; 
this he inftantly did : And then Don Quixote , fit¬ 
ting on Ro^inante^ to hear and decide the Matter 
between them, the old Man began to open his 
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Cafe, telling him , that he had trufted Andrew 
meaning the Boy, with his Sheep, and that by his 
Lazinefs and Negledt, he had let the Wolf, or the 
Thieves get feveral of them ; for which Fault he 
had given him this due Correction. The Boy on 
the other fide alledged, That his Matter owed 
him fixty Reals for Wages, and becaufe he would 
not pay him, he pretended his Sheep were loft; 
when indeed they were not, for he had drawn 
them from the Fold himfelf and fold them. Our 
Hcroick Jufticer hearing this, and ever enclining 
to the weaker Side, commanded the Mafter pre¬ 
sently to pay his Servant the Money-he demand¬ 
ed, or upon Refufal, he Would fcourge him to 
death with Scorpions. The Farmer, terrified with* 
fuch unufual Menaces, in a trembling Fit, ai- 
ledged he had laid our Money for Shooes for him, 
and for letting him Blood in his Sicknefs, and con- 
fequently did not owe him fo much as he reckon¬ 
ed.

Don Quixote, after the late Boy-adventure, ri 
ding jocundly on till, he came to four Crofs-way 
found Ivnifelf then at a Hand, which to take 
and putting the Choice to fy^inantc he wilel 
lmdt out that which Idd to his Stable at Home 
but very ill for his Matter i For meeting with 5, 
company ol Merchants of Toledo , and their Scr 
vants, taking them for wandring Knights, th 
whim came in his Noddle to place himfelf in th 
middle of them, and put himfelf in a Poftur 
to flop their Paflfage, unlefs they would confel 
there was not in all the World a more Beauti 
fill Damfel than the Emprefs of Mancha , th 
* ecrlels Didcinen del Tobqfo v at firft they floo 
in amazement what the meaning of fuch . 
Folly fhould be, but finding him prefs it fur 
ther, they ddired to fee the Pidhire of this Beau 
tiful Lady he fo boafted of, if it was no big 
rhan a Wheat-corn, that they might be c 
bled to give a better Judgment: For, continued 
one deridingly, I believe we are already fo well 
inclined to your fide, that if (he were Blind of 
one Eye, and the other rained Fire and Brim* 
ftone, we ftiould give it. in Favour of her. Dm 
Qytxotc, all enraged at this, cryed, Bafe Sc.oun 
drels, I tell you no fuch thing drops from her 
nothing I fay, but Musk and Civet, and all A- 
rabian Purfumes are in her Breath: She is not 
Blind of one Eye, nor crooked,, but ftraighter! 
than a Spindle 4 but all you together fiiali pay 
for the bafe Afperfions you have caft upon fo 
Immenfe a Beauty. Now whiift he prepared 1 
take his full Revenge, weak; with Ag 
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and Familhment, humbling in a Rut, fell with 
his valiant Mailer, who by realoii of the Bruife 
he received, and the weight of his Armour, could 
not fo foon rife as to prevent one of the Mer¬ 
chant’s Servants wreftiug his Lance from him- and 
beating him with it fo unmercifully, till fplin- 
terecl it in many pieces ; Dm Quixote, all the 
vyliile complaining of the Bafenefs of the ’Squire 
to beat him' at an Advantage; and moreover, 
that he not being dubbed a Knight,had nothing t<yfe 
do to exercife Arms; but for all this the Fellow 
left not off till he was weary of Thralhing, and 
then haded after his Matters, who by this time 
were gotten almoft out of fight. And here, in 
this bruifed deplorable Condition our Knight 
had lay, enduring a World of Mifery and^ Dif-# 
grace, not able to revenge or help himfelf, yet 
in a raving Fit, had not an honeft Farmer of 
Mwcba come by and remounted him, conveying 
him alfo ro his own Home, where his hidden 
withdrawing had caufed much Surprize, Sorrow 
and Confulion.

him, that for a time he lay on the ground unable to 
rife; in the mean while they help’d the Monk to 
mount, and away he rode in a trembling haft to 
his Fellow, who flayed expedling him at a great 
diftance, both Crofting themfelvcs, and Blefling 
God that had delivered them from the Paws of 
the Devil. 

Don Quixote by this time having acquainted 
the Ladies who he was, what a mighty Delive¬ 
rance he had wrought for them, how they were 
now at perfetft Liberty, all the favour he requi¬ 
red of them'was to go back to Tclr/b, and pre¬ 
fer themfelvcs before the peerlefs Dukinca , the

Sancbo thanked him kindly, and 
mounting Dapple , on they rid talking, yet was 
Don Quixote vexed at the Heart that his Helmet 
was defaced, and more at the fmart of his Ear, 
which much troubled him, becaufe as yet they 
had bought neither Ointments nor Salves to ap¬ 
ply to it • but Sancbo knowing his Grief, gave 
him a little cafe by chawing a piece of Chceic in 
his Mouth, and laying it on with a little Wool 
he took off' from a Bryar, fo {topping the Blood 
and keeping the Air from it. 

. In riding much Ground, without encountering 
any Village, Town, or Farm- houfe, towards the 
evening they came to a place where were feveral 
Goat-herds, who had pitched their Tents, and 
were feeding their Flocks on the lidc of a plea- 
fant green Mountain; Sancbo intreared his Mafter, 
that it‘being late, they far from any Town, and 
their Provifion near fpent, he would in kindnefs 
to them both, take up his Quarters with thefe 
Men for a Night or fo, and the rather becaufe 
our crafty ’Squire fmelt their Pots a boiling, and 
hoped well by fuch means to fatisfic his craving 
Stomach, lie being well affhred, as formerly, ha¬ 
ving been a Hcrdfman himfelf, that thef$ kind of 
Fellows fo well love their Guts, that if there be 
'any thing eatable within ten Miles of their Pa- 
’fade, if they cannot otherways procure it, they 
‘will be fure to fteal it. Don Quixote, though at 
firft: he took them to be Knight-Virrants, who had 
been difmounted by fome more valiant: than 
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chemfelvcs, and had their Horfes taken away as 
the fpoii of the Field, fince the fa ft Brulh, began 
to hearken more carefully to his ’Squire, who 
told him, They were but Goat herds, and (hew- 
cd him their Flocks grazing, and their Tents, 
p<\ was now contented to be ruled, and fo to¬ 
wards them they went, when by good luck one 
of them knew Sancho , and underftanding on what 
account they were Travelling, it was concluded 
by the general Vote they flioiikl be kindly enter- 
tamed,^and it might, for ought I know, be a well- 
timed Court die - for noble Don Quixote had deter- 
mined within himfclf, upon the leaft Affront, to 
base fell upon them with the violence of a Whirl- 
wind, and over-turned their Huts, Porridge-pots 
atid all • and in further Revenge, no doubt had 
laid bis 6 Commands on Sancho, to ptfs all their 
Fires out, and ftarved them in the cold Night; 
but as it happen d all proved well, and they ve¬ 
ry civiiy entertained both lum and his ’Squire at 
Supper with Gonrs-flcfh and other Provifions; 
their 1 abie-cloaih being the infidc of Goars-skins, 
their Seats the Ground on Ruflics ; tho’ in good 
manners, for our noble Heroe, they fee all hands 
at work to raile a feat of Turf: Sancho would eat 
his Supper Handing, in honour to his M after, tho 
he often commanded him to fit down and be mer¬ 
ry. The Horn went merrily round with Wine, 
and after Supper they told many plea fa nt Stories 
which Don Quixote fat up till Mid-night to b( 
entertained with, as alfo their Songs which wen 
fufficiently mufical; but Sancho crept into a cor¬ 
ner of their great Tent, wrapt himfclf up in I 
Goats-skin, and there lay fnoaring till Morning 
Don Quixote, at his time of lying down, would 
needs fleep in his Armour, though they proftere 
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to help him off with it, left, as he faid, any fur- 
} prize might happen by Knight-Erranrs or Giants, 
tuat he might be in a readinefs to defend them and 
then Flocks; for which care, they outwardly 
thanked him, but inwardly fmiled at his folly : 
however, they laid under him lever a l well-fleeced 
Sheep-skins, yet he muen troubled them in his 
fleep, by crying out, as in a'Rapture, O molt Di¬ 
vine Du!cmed del Tobdfo , peerlefs Queen of my 
Heart Kingdoms, compell’d by the Valour of 
thy Adorer, lhall bend to thee, ^nd lay their 
Crowns at thy Feet, thou (halt have Captive 
Giants to draw thy Charrior, and Queens to wait- 
on thy Train. t 

niuc -b fuch like ExpreiTions, he of- 
ten ufed m his fleep; fometimes lie would haftily 
call for Arms, and feem to exprefs himfelf as if 
he was Combating in earneft with fome Knight 
or Giant, or Storming the Battlements of an In- 
chanted Caftle, but the (hades of Night defoend- 
ing to the Deep, and the glorious Sun-beams re- 
ftoring the Day, he rotized from his broken (lum¬ 
ber, and called up Sancho, whom he found ftill 
Inoanng, and when wakened, very loath to turn 
out. He had mftandy taken his leave of the 
Goat-hems and was preparing to do it, when a 
young Shepherd in black Sheep-skin, or Mourn¬ 
ing among Shepherds, brought news that the 
earned and virtuous Chrlfojicme was dead : They 
n much fright and amazement demanded the 
caule of lvis Death; and was anlwer’d, His de- 
\mv for the Love of the beautiful Shcpherdefs

coins and Dildams (lie had put upon his noble 
and worthy Services, and that he was to be Bu¬ 
ried at the foot of the Rock in the Field of i /Lee-

the fir it light of the cruel Fair one: Here Don Qnk 
ote inteirupted him, earneftly demanding whet he 
or no this Chrijojlcm was a Knight-Errant, for b 
conculded none other could he capable ct lb im 

mence Aftecilion, as to die for the Love of an] 
Lady in the World; but was anfwer’d, He wi 
not, but a Scholar, nobly born, who for her fakt 
and to follow her about in the Fields, Woods, an; 
Mountains, had left all and turned Shepherd 
That Hie was of equal Birth, Riches and Paren 
tage ; indued by Heaven with fuch a tranfcec 
dent flock of Beauty, that who-cver faw her, iij 
Handy became her Admirer, and then her Ado 
rer; and to fcqucfter her from the hurry and noil 
attending a populous City, Ihe fequefter’d her fe 
from Pomp and Grandeur to turn Shepherdel 
as affedling Solitude, and kept her own Sheep 
and, to be brief, feeing the Funeral was to be thi 
Day, they agreed to leave one behind them 
take care of their Flocks, and be prefent at t! 
Oblequies of the unfortunate Laver. Don Qjiii 
otc thinking he might meet with fome Adventur| 
attending fo ftrange an Accident, defired to a< 
company them, though it proved unlucky for hii 
and his ’Squire, as in the icquel will appear, 

When they came to the place, they found ml 
ny Shepherds affembled clad in Sheep-skin-moun 
ing, crowned with Garlands of Cyprels, Yev 
and bitter Apium, figbing and bewailing the dea 
Shepherd in mournful Ditties, as, .

blazing about his Ears, and figlfng he faid, Ah 
bulcinea del Tcbofil thou pccrlefs Princcfs cf my 
Heart, thy Eyes are gracious, and look more lo¬ 
vingly, with amiable Beams on thy cver-vidlori- 
us Knight, who runs fo many Hazards and Dan- 
ers by day and night for thy fake, in the end by 
is Valour to crown thee Queen of the UnivOrfc. 
le fcarccly had ended tliefe Words, expreffed 
vith vchcmency and up-lifted Eyes, but the fair 
I far cel a appeared to vindicate her felf of the im¬ 
puted Injury laid to her Charge, as having been 
the Caufc fo worthy a Shepherd had yielded him- 
felf up to the cold Embraces of Death, and with 
a ftately majeftick Carriage, addreffing her felf 
to Ambrofo , (he faid,

~ e ,* € J~y ed to rcft on thc verdant Grafs by a 
purhn^ ftream, whofe Banks were enameled with 
Yartety ef pretty Flowers, ordering Sancho to take 
off Bfiginantfs Saddle and Bridle, that he might 
the better Feed the while at large, which.Man- 
«ate lie obeyed, and turned up his Aft in the 

ke 
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like manner, then down they fat to Feed on fuch 
Provifions as Sancho had in his Wallet: But whilft 
they were taking their Refedtion, Rofynante, den¬ 
ting Tome Maves that belonged to Tanguefian 
Carriers, Feeding likewife in the Meadow with 
their Packs on, he all of a fudden grew fo frolick- 
fom, that he run after them full fpeed, and fell 
fo boifteroufly to leaping, fil'd one, then another, 
that they difdaining his lubberly Exercife, fell fo 
to kicking, and winching, that they threw down 
many of their Packs, and they burding;the Goods, 
they contained, lay feattered about the Meadows, 
fome here, fomc there ; the Carriers who re* 
pofed on the Grafs, to the Number of twenty 
Indy Fellows, feeing this fpoil, run- with their 
Cudgels or Packftavcs to be revenged on Rps'in- 
ante, for the Injury done, and fo belaboured him, 
that they laid him fprawling, cooling his Cou¬ 
rage in a trice. Don Quixote, feeing this in{o- 
lence done to his Steed, looked upon it as a dis¬ 
grace to himfelf, if he did not give them bloody 
Chaftifement who had done it, and calling, to 
[ Sancho to Aid him, which he might lawfully 
do againd fuch Rubbifh of Men being no Knights, 
and not tranfgrefs the Law of Arms, they both 
haded to the encounter : Don Quixote } after giv¬ 
ing them mahy approbrious Words, charged 
upon the foremod with his Sword, like a Tem¬ 
ped and beat him to the Ground, fore woundcdf " 
which the red feeing to prevent further Mifchiet 
t6 themfclves, encompafied him and Snncho with 
their long Staves, and they reaching beyond their 
Swords with mighty rudiek Blows fell’d the 
Oakes, and being down, notwithdanding San - 
cho pitioully crycd out for Mercy, they fo be¬ 
laboured them with their Cudgels, thinking / 

they 
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gered to him, where it was agreed between 
them, that the Knight Ihould be layed acroi's on 
Sancho s Ais as not able to ride upright, and con* 
vcyed to the next Inn, whither Rc^ir.ante, who 
was likewife railed, Ikon id aifo be led as not 
capable of being rid at prelent by reafen of his 
hurts. 

After our famous Hero had been carried n. 
crofs like a calf, ftriking into a Road within hall 
a League, they found an Inn, and entered, the 
People wondering at the unufual light, demand, 
ed how the Gentlem’an came hurt, Don Quixott 
faid nothing, but Snticho , who had a lie ready at 
longnefs and upon occaiion, told them that ri¬ 
ding over yonder fteep Mountain (pointing to one) 
all on a fuddain out of the fide of a hollow over- 
i hanging Rock, peeped a hidious Monfter, form- 
ed in the (hape as the Pidhire they Devil, at whicl 
his Horfe affrighted, ftarting, leaped over an 
other Rock on the right Hand, and fell two him 
! dred Fathom with him into a deep Valley : The 
I People wondered at this, though hardly believing 
; it, they, however, let it pafs currant in hopes of 
making gain by his Misfortune ; and the god 
Woman of the Houfe charitably inclined to-Stran* 
gets in Diftrefs, with Mary Tor me s her Maid, 

;i a Lewd, but hard-favoured Wench, took Dot 
Quixote into a Clofet, ftript him naked, and 
plaiftered him all over with brown Paper dipped 
m yeaft ; the wench Laughing and Sniftering 
all the while at the wagging of his Bauble: 
Hereupon, he con felled he found infinite Eafe, 
and gave them a thoufand Thanks for their Care, 
earneftly imploring to have a receipt of this pre¬ 
cious Balfom, that he might make it on Occaiion, 
for he told them who he was, and what dan- 
_. _ cerous 
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gerous bufinefs he had undertaken, but they 
craftily put him off to another time, that fil'd: he 
might more throughly experience the Virtue of 
it in his Cure. 

Night come, after a light Supper of ftew’d 
Sheeps-trotters, th«y prepared Bed-ward, and 
were laid in a Cobweb Rome, where were three 
Beds, one for the Knight, another for his Efquirc, 
and a third for a fturdy Carrier who uTed the Inn; 
but fuch a wretched one,that they had as good lain 
in the hollow of a Rock, with a little mofs un¬ 
der them: However, necefificy has no Law, fc r 
to Bed they mult go, or no where. 

About one of the Clock in the Morning, Don 
Quixote , who could not lleep for the Anguifii 
of his Bruifcs, by a little Glimmering of the 
Moon, perceived the Door to open, and one 
coming loftly towards him all in white, at what 
time it came into his Head, that it rnuft needs be 
the Lady of the Caftles Daughter, who was fal¬ 
len in Love with him; when indeed it wa sMary 
Tormesj who thinking them afieep, was Healing to 
the Carriers Bed to whom lhe had protnifed a 
good turn for half a Dollar : As (lie was pa fifing 
by, Don Quixote, ftretching out his Hand, catch- 
ed her faft by the wrift, drew her to his Bed-fide, 
and fell to pouring out many Love Expreflions, 
whilft fhe ftrugled to getloofe, but durft not cry 
out for fear of a Difcovery ; the Carrier who lay 
awake, to experft her at the appointed Hour, 
hearing by the buftle his Miftrefs was entangled 
with an other againft her Will, leaped out of his 
Bed and run to her refeue, and without faying a 
Word, finote our Knight fuch a douce on the 
Chops with his brawney Fift, that he made the 
Blood flow apace, but not leaving Ids hold, the

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Carrier to compel him to it, got upon him and 
trampled almoft his Guts out, with whole weight 
the boards that fuftained the Bed gave way, and 
bonce it came to the ground : The Inn-keeper 
who lay in the next apartment leaped out of his 
Bed, and came riming to fee what the matter 
was.. The wench was got loofe, and fearing to 
be difeoyeredj whrpt into Snncho' s Bed, and co< 
vering her fclf over I lead and liars, lay as dole 
and round as a Foot-ball, ycchcrfirit buftlc wa¬ 
ked him, who before was Tnoaring like a Hog- 
driver, and finding fomething bulkcy at his back, 
flippy fed it to be the Night Mare come to Hag- 
ride him, whereupon he laid about him violently 
with hisFifts, the wench feeling the blows, aban¬ 
doned all lhame, got upon her knees and payed 
him fo tightly, that he crycd out Murther: This 
alarmed one of the holy Brother-hood who lodg 
ed in the Houfe, one of thofe who make Vowsti 
keep the Road clear of Rogues and Thieves and 
Robbers, who getting up, came running with hi 
ftaft'of Office, and the Inn-keeper being firft i 
his way he fell upon him, commanding" him ’ 
the King’s name to deliver himfelf up to 
Officer of Juft ice. The Inn-keeper cryed out 
and in came two Oftlcrs who fo pumel’d the poo; 
Knight of the Brother-hood, that he was force 
to fly the Room, that he might deep in a wild 
Skin, leaving his ft a ft' of Office broken behi 
him $ in the mean while the wench efcaped a 
got to her Bed, feigning a fnorting and fnoaring 
as if Ike had fiept all Night, and knew nothin! 
of the matter • the Inn-keeper got out at a lid 
Door and returned with flight, as if he had r 
been in the Room before, demanding what t 
caufe of the uproar was, that disturbed his Hoi 
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ind Gueft at fuch a time of Night. In anfwer to 
vhich, though lying in a fad Pickle, Don Quixote 
jegun a formal Story, vtf. That a fair Prin- 
:els, who was a great Inchantrcfs, ufually paid 
yim nightly Vifits for the RcfpcCt Ihc bore to his 
Worth and Renown, and, at the very Inftant fiio 
was endeavouring to Cure his Hurts, an inchant- 
21I Moor, who was furioufly in love with her and 
chained by her Magick, had broke his Chains 
that Night to follow her, when, growing jealous 
3 f the Favours flic wed him in a boifterous man¬ 
ner, had done the vilible Mifchief and the Noife 
hat had clifturbed the Houfe • but Snncho , tel- 
ing liis Story of a Wench in her Smock, that 
Ieap’d into bis Bed, for he had felt her Ttiquoque , 
as nc laid. The Inn-keeper fmelt a Rat pre- 
fently, knowing the Wenches Lightncfs, who 
brought him in Gain by it, for he went Half- 
fnips in her Gettings, feemed for the Credrt of 
his Houfe, and, that Matters might be hulked, to 
credit and admire the Story our Knight-errant 
told him, and it pafled current. The next Morn¬ 
ing, the Carrier, who was very fenfible of it, 
knowing it was not for his Credit or Safety to 
blab, cxcufed his knowledge of the Matter, fay¬ 
ing, He was faft alleep till his Ho ft came in with 
the Light and waked Ifni. The Knight of the 
Holy Brotheiy who had been foundly buffered, 
was feme what angry and hardly brought to be¬ 
lieve what was reported. 

Early the next Morning Don Quixote and his

that the Hazards he underwent for his Countn 
Service hc w *s like to do in ridding th 
world of Giants and Monfters, ought to be'cur 
rent Payment. The Inn-keeper told him his wa 
an Inn and no Caftle ; and tor his Hazards am 
bervice, he valued them not a Rufh. This Af 
front ftirred- up our Heroes Choller to fuch i 
height, that drawing forth his dreadful blazin 
bword, fa id, Vilain, unhand my Bridle, for be 
Caftle or Inn, tis all alike ro me, thou diesf and 
all about thee fliall fall a Sacrifice to my reveng- 
ing Indignation, if thou ftayeft me a Minute long. 
er 5 and thereupon going to cleave his Head will 
an uplifted Sword, he flatted afide, and our He- 
roe iffiicd Airioufly out at the Gate, in Aught ol 
all Oppofition, in that heat unmindful of bis 
Squire, whom they (hut in with his Afs, demand- 
mg Money of him; but he vowed hc had not 
one Angle Doit. Then other.Satisfaction, Aid 
the Inn-keeper, I will have of thee' ; and ime- 
drately ordered his Maid to fetch a large Blau- 
ket, and calling a large Company about him, 
pulled poor Sancho from his Afs, and threw him 
into it, held up hollow by many ftrong Hands 
where they toffed him like a Dog on a Shrew- 
Tuefd<iy 7 canting him aloft, ftradling and fprawk 
ing like a Toad on a Wafhing-block, often let¬ 
ting thv~ Blanket fink folow, that deicending lie 
bunted his Arfe againft the Pavement, crying out 
tcrnbly, fometimes for Mepcy, and at other times 
to his Matter for help and revenge, who ftood 
terribly threading without the Barrier, not able 
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) force it, when in this Paftime, which made 
heir Sides crack with Laughter ; they fet the 
ioor ’Squire upon his Afs, and in that pitious 
ilicht turned him out: and fuch hafte was he in 
o be out of their devilfh Clutches, that he never 
ninded his Wallet, but left it behind with all his 
Pi-ovifions and other Stores, grievoufly complain¬ 
ing of his Mafter for diverting and abandoning 
him to fuch Pain and Shame. He, to excule it, 
[aid, He thought verily he followed at his Heels; 
but miffing him, came back to take revenge, 
when hefaw him fo abufively treated, but found 
fto^inante inchanted, fo that he could not force 
him to leap over the Barrier; which, if he could 
have done, he vow d, by the ft a try Byes of blight 
Dulcinec r, not to have left one of the Caitifs alive. 
This fomewhat fatisfied the ’Squire, and on they 
rode in expectation of new Adventures, Sancho 
comforting himfelf with the hopes ot better Suc- 
cefs and future Greatnefs, often putting his Ma¬ 
fter in mind to conquer the Ifland he had promi- 
fed him, and put it into his pofleflion, for after 
this Experience he was well worthy and able to 
govern ; Don Quixote bid him be patient, and 
put him in greater hopes it was not far off from

Entering by this time into a fpaaous Plain or

mighty Armies in Battel-array , preparing in 
dreadful manner to conffid each other ? 1 fee

but by whom or what raifed, I csui no more tel 
than I know what the Moon is made pf. Tho 
ire as dull-fighccd, Sancbo, as thy Afs, faid & 
Qiuxoic ; Mount this Hiliock with me, and i 
they draw near, I will name thee by their At 
mour, and the Devices painted on their Sheilds, a 
tlic Kings and great Captains Names in eithi 
Holt. I was well, thou mayeft imagine, inform

As Sancho was going to reply, Don Quixote 
came up to them, and kneeled by his ’Squire, bu6 
ftedfaftly , not without aftonilhment, beholding 
the ill-favourdnefs of his fuppofed Lady, cried 
out, with up-lifted Hands, O!

Quixote could not refrain Bluftiing, yet pityjji 
his (uppofed transformed Lady, as foon as (lie ha 
gathered her Coats and hid her brawny Thighs 
he run, and with many endearing Expreflions 
help d her up, ordering Sancho to fet her Pack 
faddle to rights, which was turned under tin 
Affes-belly * it was no (ooner done, but, wreftin! 
out our Knight’s Arms, (lie fetch'd a carier 
and, leaping over the Crupper of her Afs, fixe< 
in the Pack-fad die aftride, and, Whip and % 
rid away to overtake her Companions, who wen 
by this time got aloof, ftayjng to expedt her 
Sancho , for this Jaft Adtion,prailed her exceedingly 
fwearing, (he vaulted more dexteroufly than any 
of the Knights of CaJHle , vowing to be revenged 
of the Inchanters for this great Indignity, by 
cutting off all their Heads where-ever he couJi 
light on them. 

Whilft Don Quixote flood melancholy on tbs 
occafion, mufing on fundry Matters relating to 
it, he was llrangely furprized by the approach 'of 
a Cart-waggon, covered (lightly with Bough, 
driven by a Fellow in the lhape of a Devil with 1

filth them ; which drange Sight and Ufage made 
him fo fnort and fling, that down came our 
Knight-errant with a Vengeance to the Ground, 
making the Earth (hake with his Fall; and,whilit 
he lay grovelling, the Waggon drove away full • 

Thefe were a Company of ftroling Players, 
yvho, having adled the Play of the Parliament of 
Death at one Town, were hading to anothet, in 
the Habits they a&ed in, the better to draw the 
Crowd after them when they entered the Gates. 
However, this confirmed our Knight, that his 
Lady was abfolutely inchanted, and thefe too¬ 
ther than the Magicians that had transformed her 
incomparable Beauty into Uglinefs; for Sancho 
had told him, when he faw her in her Palace, (he 
was all dazling, like an Angel, beaming Bnght- 
nefs like the Morning-Aar. .

ex P e<ain .g « might produce fomc 
notable Adventure packed on Rc^hante, and 
demanded of the Men whether they had anv ca- 
pttve Ladies in their Waggon, and iffo, prefent- 
ly to <et them at Liberty, or exped a Ruin and- 
Deftrudion to follow him. They told him, Truly 
thev had no Ladies but a couple of Lions that 
had done left Hurt than fome Ladies, and were 
carrying them to the King as a Prefent from the 
Governour of Oran in Africa, being the larged 1 
that ever were feen in Spa/u. Our Knight-cnam 
pondering with himfelf, at laft concluded, that if. 
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lie might fight with thefe Lions and overcome 
them, his Fame would be as great as Hercules’ s, 
who gained immortal Renown, and, after his 
Death, deified for killing the Lions in the Fereft 
of NemccC, and others his Labours; refolved up¬ 
on this, he drew his Sword, and, on pain of Death, 
commanded the Keeper to let his Lions loofe, for 
they were in a wooden Cage, that he might Com- 
bate and fairly flay them : The Man looking on 
him to be no other than mad, intreated him, as 
he had refped: to his own Life, to defift from fo 
fool-hardy an Attempt, for they were now hun- 
ry and ravenous, and would infallibly deftroy 
im, and perhaps others with him ; but, notwith- 
ftanding their joynt Diflfwafions and Sanchors 
Tears, who iwore he had fecn the Paw of one 
of them, by which he guefled the Bcaft that 
owned it as big as an Elephant, he obftinatcly 
perfifted in his dang T, voiis Humour, vowing to 
make himfelf obeyed, or iacrificc them every Mo 
ther s Son. The Car;cr hereupon took his Mules 
out of the Team, and rid away for his Life; the 
( reft fcanlpered, biddaig the Devil take the hind 
moft, only leaving the Keeper with Don Quixote, 
who alfured them, the Lions had been fo often 
fed and cherilhed at his hands, that they would 
not meddle, w ith him; but bid them bear W it- 
nefs, that if the Kjiight happened to be fiain, the 
Blood was on his own Head, for he had given 
him fair warning, and was compelled to do what 
lie did. 

Don Quixote being on foot with his Sword in 
hand, the Man went trembling to the Cage of 
the He-Lion, who was the largeft and fierceft, 
and inan inftant opened it; the Lion finding him¬ 
felf at liberty, came out to the Waggon-tail, 
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ftretched himfelf, Jicked with his long Tongs 
the Duft out of his Eyes, and looked earned 
with his glaring Eyes on our Knight-errant, wj 
ftood to aafe him to leap down *• but the nob 
Beaft fcorning fo infignificant a Prey, only life 
up his Leg, and pitting a full Stream, the Win 
fo drove it in the Knight’s Face, that it almoi 
drowned him, making his Eyes fmart rerriblyj 
and whilft he was clearing them, the Lion weoi 
back into his Cage, and laid him down withoui 
any further regard. Don Quixote having recover, 
ed his fight, commanded the Keeper to force hi® 
out with half a dozen In fly blows of his Pole, 
that he might take fevere Revenge for the Afftod 
put upon him: But his Reply was, He durft not 
do it, for,, being fo inraged, he might as well 
fall upon him as another, intreating him to be fa* 
tisfiea in the Vidlory; for it ‘could be accounted' 
no lefs, feeing he had challenged his Enemy to 
the Comb'ate, and he durft not anfwcr him. It 
is fo, and you fpeak Reafon, faid Don Quixote j 
but I pray Friend give me a Certificate of thil 
under your hand, that this memorable Adven¬ 
ture may every-where find Credir, and from hence* 
forth (as other Kjiights have on fuch Occafions 
changed their Titles) he would be called, Tlx 
Knight of the Lions, and have the Device of his 
Shield altered as foon as pofiible. T he Man gave 
him the Certificate, and promifed him more-over 
if he could fpeak with tlie King, upon the deli* 1 
very of the Lions, he would acquaint him with 
this his valourous Ad if he knew his Name, 
Don Quixote over-joyed at this, told him who he 
was, and leaving the Keeper, to whom he gave 
a Piftolet to call back the Muliter j now the 
danger was oyer, he purfued hard to overtake 
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lego and Sancho ; the latter feeing him coming, 
as over-joyed, for he verily believed his Matter 
..as at leaft a good part of him in the Lions 
|Maws (and had greatly bewailed his lofs) by fo 
tmeh Fool-hardincfs, contrary to common Pm- 
Idence. 

Coming up with them, he (hewed the certift- 
te, and told them all the Adventure after 
their departure, unlefs the Lioris pitting on his 
\Mtiftachos, which affront he concealed, feeming 
to grieve, that he miffed of the real Combat, 
though, h*appy it was for him, that the Lion 
[was wifer than himfelf, in declining it $ charging 
wicho, on pain of his high Difpleafurc, to ftile 
him for the future the Kpight of the Lions : 
For by that Epithite, he intended to be knovt'rt 
in all Adventures and Places. Don Diego , de ML 
unda, confidering his boldnefs, and finding him a- 
mbngft his mad Fits, to have a great deal ofSence*; 
couvteoiifly invited him to his Houfe, faying, 
he had a Son very Learned., but fo addidlcd 
Poetry, that he feared it would fpoil him, 
turning his Brain upon Whimfies, with whom 
he would have him converfc about more ferious 
Points, and fee if he could wean from that over¬ 
grown Extravagancy, which Don Quixote pro¬ 
mifed. Arriving at the Houfe, they were met 
by the good Lady, Diego's Wife, and their Son ; 
>ho complimented Don Quixote, and the ’Squire 
in the gentleft manner, leading them by the 
Hand into the Houfe: Which was gallantly fur- 
nifhed in all parts, after the manner of Spain. 
But what rejoyced Sancho, the moft was, he 
heard the Spits a going, and peeping into the 
Cellars. found them full of Jars, which he doubt¬ 
ed not but were repleniflied with good Wine. Be-

Son, to walk into the Garden, and be better 
; quainced together, and withal he privately hint 
ed to his Son, to dive into Don Quixotes ~ 
pacity; for, fays Ik*, at Tometiines he talks 
ceeding reafonablc, at other times he appears 
me, to be little better than-a Mad-man. 1 
. Son and our Knight, afeer this had a long I 
fcourfe, chiefly upon Poetry / and Knight-arrefr 
try ; the Youth repeated many of his Veif< 
and Don Q$ixote, told him Stories out of Bo 
of Chivalry, and each praifineyhe other to 
Skies, they returned to the Hbufe, when 
old Gentleman asking his Son, what he thoug! 
of Don Quixote, he toki him, he took him for 
wile Mad-inan ; that .is a contradiction in it ft 
faid Don Diego ; for, if he be mad, hi* canh 
be wife ^ or, if he be wife, he would not 1 
mad. E cn as you pleafe, laid Lorenzo, but h 
praifing my Poetry, V.cl moiling above all 
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Mcnts,, made me conclude he had fome Rea-

main, I took out and prefented to his beautiful 
and loving Wife Bclcrma, being now inchanted 
by Merlin, faid to be begot by the Devil. He 
had no fooner fpoke thefe words, when Duran- 
tUne turning about, cried aloud, Dear Cofin, Mon- 
tefino, haft thou fufilled my Requeft in carrying 
my Heart to my beloved Bclerma ?

Ion or Lycurgtis ; and Sancho , after having return- 
led many Thanks, , defired it in Writing, that, it 
being often read to him, he might remember it 
the better; which he did, with other Precepts 
taore at large to the fame purpofe: And all things 
being in a readings, with Tears in his Eyes, ne 
! took 

in ■ : 
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he took leave of him, and went to his Govern- 
ment, nobly attended with a great Train, and 
was met without the Gates of the Capital Citv 
of Barater/t, by a huge Number of People of all 
Conditions, with loud Acclamationstof, Long live 
our new Govcrnour Don Sttncho Pdntfj/t j for they 
had been before-hand prepared with their Crew. 
And this fuppofed Iflana was no other than a large 
Town on the firm Land, lying in the Dukes Ter. 
ritones, the Inhabitants being his Vaflals: They 
lead him immediately to the Town-hall, ‘where

coming. The Phyficias, making a long Apology, 

amongft other things, told him, this was done 
from ancient Cuftom, for the tender Care they 
had,of their Governours Health. What then, 
faid Sancho, have you fo great a Care of me, that 
l muft eat nothing that is of a curious kind? 
.Care indeed, to ftarve me! Yes, faid he, you 
may have a little cool Water, about five or fix 
Spoonfuls, and a little dice of Marmalade.

Well, faid Sancho , all inflamed 
wirh Choler, Mr. Dr, Pedro Re%io de Aguero y born 
in a Town called Tittcrc a Fur in , between Cay- 
guel and Almondoner del Campo , Graduate of Of 
Juna, get. you from my fight immediately, or, in 
Yjie Prefence of God, and as fure as the Duke 
’ lives, ,1 will fo beat this Chair about your Calves- 
Ttead, that you (hall wi(h you had (laid at Titter* 
6 Faria,. and not have come hither with your Im- 

; ;:y pertinence, 
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' irtinence to ftarve the Governour bf an Ifland. 
his fpoken with much vehemency, foon frighted 
away the Phyfician, who well perceived the Go¬ 
vernour would have been in good earneft, not- 
withftanding the Perfwafions ufed to pacifie him, 
had he ftaid to debate the Matter. Sancho thus 
difappointed of his Dinner, pulled out fome Bread 
and Cheefe and an Onion, and eat it heartily, 
faying, he was as well contented with it, as if he 
had all their Dainties; and, for the future, he 
would diet himfelf as he pleafed.

Door with a Staff, defiring to i'peak with the Go* 
yernour* he ordered him to be admitted, who,, 
appearing a plain Country Fellow, was ordered in" 
brief to, declare what he had to fay; hereupon he 
coughed twice or thrice to clear hi? Pipes, and" 
then thus began: 

I am, may it pleafe your Excellency’s Worlhip, 
a plain Husband-man; my Wife brought pie 
three Sons, and fince the Phyficians have killed 
her. Like enough, faid Sancho , and fo they would 
do me, if I would let them: But, pray Friend, 
go on with your Stovy. One of my Sons, contk 
nued the Country-man, fell in love with a Damfel, 
very fair, yet (fie has but one Eye, crook’d-back’d, 
Baker-legg‘d, yet his Paflion is fo great for her,

Thou faucy old Knave, quoth 
Sancho , all m a Fury , it is not yet a Day lincc I 
came to my Government, and have not got one 
Farthing, nay, not fo much as a Dinner, and halt 
xhou the Impudence to ask me for five or'fix hun¬ 
dred Duccats 7 Where, in the Devil’s Name, 
thinkeft thou I fnould have them ? Or, if I had, 
what is thy Son ro me ; did I beget him ? Get 
thee out of my light, thou hob-nailed, liraw-beard-, 
cd Villain i or TU fwear by the Duke’s Life, I’ll* 
'. brain 
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linthee with this Chair of State, thou impudent 
reafonable Beggar. The Steward winked up- 
the crafty old Fellow, who had his Leflon be- 
jre-hand, and thereupon, turning his Back, he 
rent fighing away without reply.

Opponent’s Hand : I do not deny, continued he. 
but I borrowed them; but, here I am ready to 
fwear he had fo many Crowns of me again $ thj 
dther denied it, and Sanch'o ordered, him hij 
Oath, which was no fooner adminiftred but h(| 
took back his Cane, This being noted by ofe 
Governour, after fome paufe, he defiled to fee, 
the Cane : The Man, not dreaming any difc6*| 
very could arife, readily delivered it to Snyicho'^ 
who poizing it,found it was hblloWjand^caufing it 
to be. ripped up, found the ten Crowns of Gold 
^idin it,: So that by equivocation he faved hii 
Oath; for when the Man had his Cane to hold, 1 
he had the Money actually in his poffeflion, tho* 
he knew it not immediately. He ordered the 
Crowns to be given to the Man to whom they' 
were due, and amerced him in twenty Crowns 
more to the Poor in the Prifons.
